On 11 Apr19 at approximately 1350hrs<, an unknown M/6 came to S5CPD to speak with a supervisor, P/O Wynne 
#7 referred the person to me. The M/B advised, he came Into SSC to distribute some flyers. He advised he had 
parked In a handicapped spot but left his girlfriend In the car and an S5CPD Officer was writing him a ticket I 
asked him if either of them were handicapped and he stated "No". I advised, him he was not allowed to park in a 
handicapped spot He asked If he could speak with the Chief and I advised him you would be in tomorrow. He 
departed without Incident P/O Galarza #13 then came into SSCPD with the State citation he wrote. I observed, he 
wrote the ticket to the female passenger of the vehicle. I asked him why he wrote the ticket to her (Kennard, 
Michelle). He stated, *1 saw her driving, park the car, slide over to the passenger side and then she lied about It, so I 
Issued her the ticket" P/O Galarza stated this In front of 1C Love and O'marl Smith. P/O Galarza then finished his 
paperwork and went back out on patrol. Dispatcher Love then advised me, P/O Galarza had taken an expired 
Temporary DL as bond, so no actual Bond was posted on the ticket. Love had advised P/O Galarza of this and P/O 
Galarza took the tempory license and left I contacted P/O Galarza about the DL via the radio and advised him to 
bring It la When P/O Galarza came Into SSCPD, he stated, "i Just realized this DL Is expired." A review of the ticket 
revealed, P/O Galarza not only wrote the ticket to the passenger, failed to secure a valid bond, wrote the wrong 
violation number(wrote 11-13013(A-1) Instead of 11-13013) and felled to sign the ticket Detective Miller then 
checked the surveillance camera and observed the vehicle pull Into the visitors lot at 1329hrs.. At 1331 hrs., the 
M/B exits the drivers side of the vehicle. At 1341hrs* P/O Galarza arrives on scene and approaches the passenger 
side of the vehicle, at approximately 1343hrs« the M/B driver arrives at the vehicle and speaks with P/O Galarza. 

At 1356hrs v the M/B enters the drivers side of the vehlde and drives away. There is approximately a ten minute 
difference from the time the suspect vehicle pulls Into the lot and the time P/O Galarza puds into the lot There Is 
no possible way P/O Galarza observed the passenger of the vehicle driving the vehicle. A review of the body cam 
video 9Cam #04) of the incident reveals no conversation between P/O Galarza and the passenger concerning the 
passenger ever saying she was the one that drove the vehicle there. P/O Galarza never asked the passenger who 
drove the vehicle there and the passenger never stated she drove the vehicle.

On April 12, 2019, l was dispatching at SSC Galana called In a traffic stop of a car parked In a 
handicapped spot In the visitor's lot He ran the plate and the camera tech pulled up the visitor's lot and 
the traffic stop. We observed him talking to the passenger of the car. Several mlntJtes later a person 
came In to complain about the Officer and was referred to Detective Presta who was OIC The person 
talked to Det Presta and left Galana the ran a Dl that registered to a female, Michelle Caban 
O'Kennard. He then cleared the call saying he Issued 1 ticket Det Presta was standing at the desk when 
Galarza came into the office. Det. Presta asked him why he wrote the female passenger a ticket Galarza 
said he saw her driving and slide over to the passenger seat He said she lied to him so he wrote her the 
ticket Det Presta then said ok and left Galarza finished his paper and turned In the ticket I checked the 
ticket and DL and told him that the DL was expired and I couldn't take it for bond. He said that must 
have slipped by me and he would return it at court He put the expired DL In his pocket and left. I told 
Det Presta of the Issue with the bond and he asked me forthe OL1 told Mm Galarza took It after l 
Informed him It was expired. Presta called Galarza over the radio and asked him If he had the DL and to 
bring It back. When Galarza came In he told Presta that he Just realized It was expired. He lied to Presta 
because I had told him It was expired before he left. Presta took the DL and told Galarza he would check 
into It

On Friday, May 3, 2019, Sgt. Benney called me at home and said he would leave a 
report for me, since Detective Presta was coming back to work on Monday, May 6, 
2019, after his bereavement. 

On Monday, May 6, 2019,1 reviewed the Case Report #20190040; Titled Official 
Misconduct. 

On Wednesday May, 8, 2019,1 called the State’s Attorney and spoke to Joanna, 
who’s the State’s attorney in Room 204, where all the SSCPD cases are brought 
before the presiding judge. After explaining Case #20190040, she advised me to 
call the Professional Standards Unit at 26 th and California in Chicago and speak 
to the Supervisor, Ms. Lynn McCarthy. I left Ms. McCarthy 2 messages. 

On May 9, 2019, Supervisor Lynn McCarthy called me back and I explained the 
situation to her about Case #20190040.1 asked her if she can send a State’s 
Attorney Investigator to oversee and investigate Case #20190040? Ms. McCarthy 
advised me that she would talk to an investigator from the State’s Attorney’s 
Office and they will call me on Friday, May 10 2019, to see if they will help with 
the investigation.
